Died this Morning in the Murderer's Chair 


at Sing Sing. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


SIXG SING, July 1.—Dr. Robert Buch- 


anan paid the penalty ofthe awful crime 
of poisoning his wife at 11.21o'clocktoday, 
dying in the electric chair. 


Buchanan did not retire last night till 2 i 


o'clock, and then did not remove his 
clothes. All day yesterday he put on a 
bold front and believed that some turn 
would yet save him from a murderer's 
death. It was a strange thing that during 
the whole day the convicted murderer 
did not appear to have the slightest doubt 
that he would be respited, as he had been 
so many timed, and eventually that his 
conviction would be set aside. All day 
long he was calm. He paced his cell after 
oreakfast and inquired frequently what 
the time was. This was the only sign of 
nervousness—if 
nervousness it 
was— 


about him. His appetite was good and 
his guards say that he slept fairly well. 


Last night he rested even better than 


the night before, and seemed refrSshed 
when he awoke at 6.30 this morning and 
even more cheerful than yesterday. At 
7.30 he called for a bowl of milk which 
has usually constituted his breakfast. He 
saw no one but his guards until an hour 
later when Warden Sage entered with the 
condemned man'o spiritual adviser. 


This seemed a shock to the doomed man 


and for the first time he seemed to realize 
that, he was to die. Not before this 
moment had hope deserted him. 


The warden informed Buchanan of the 


attorney ^cjieral's final decision in his 
case which was summed up in these 
vt orclb: 


"Warden Sage 
since 
last 
Thurs- 


day when a writ of babeus corpus v> as j 
asked of the Unit?d States court has sent! 
two mct-ser.gers and various communica- 
tions to me, asking whether I would ad- 
vise the execution of Buchanan. I have 
answered that I saw nothing that in my 
opinion operated as a stay in proceedings. 
I have not advised his execution, as that 
is not a part of my duty, and I do not pro- 
pose to do so, but it seems to me that 
this is simply a repetition of the proceed- 
ings that were resorted to several weeks 
ago and which have been reviewed by the 
court of appeals. This case has been 
carefully considered twice by that court 
and I can see no reason why I should ad- 
vise the warden not to carry out the man- 
date." 


Buchanan received this news with a 


forced calmness and did not utter a word. 
He was then left with his spiritual adviser 
to prepare for death. 


At 11.13 the witnesses entered the death 


chamber and a moment later the execu- 
tioners and Buchanati came thiough the 
grated door from murderer's row. The 
doomed man's eys were tightly closed 
and he never opened themngain. He was 


j led by the attjjulinds to the chair. At 


j 11.21 the current was turned on. 
The 


! body straightened out, but the body was 


perfectly motionless. 


Alter thirty-two second; the physicians 


' examined Buchanan, and found a slight 
pulsation of the heart. At the same time 
the victim grasped, and the doctors de- 
clared that life was not extinct. 


Again the current was turned on at the 


full force of 1740 volts, where it was held 
for twenty-three seconds and at 11.23 the 
wife murderer was pronounced dead. 


The only sign of the deadly work of the 


electricity on the body of the doomed 
man was a slight scorching of one of his 
legs and some little smoke during the last 
few seconds.

THE NEW PARK SCHEME. 


Men Under Jacob Coon at Work on the 


Notch Reservoir. 


About twenty-five men and a small num- 


ber of teams began work this morning 
building the Notch reservoir dam. The 
work is being done under the superinten- 
dency of Whitney Brothers. Jacob Coon 
has immediate charge of the men. Mr. 
Coon's experience fits him well for over- 
seeing the men employed in this impor- 
tant work. He will have all orders care- 
fully obeyed. It cannot be definitely 
stated when the reservoir will be com- 
pleted. The work to be done is very 
large. It would be necessary to haul 1,000 
yards of earth each day to complete it in 
three months. A yard makes a fair load. 
Just how many loads a team can draw in a 
day depends on the distance the material 
has to be drawn. The earth for making 
this dam will be taken out of the part 
that will be flooded and become the bot- 
tom of the reservoir. The topography of 
the site presents no difficulty to the rapid 
completion of the dam, but there is no 
knowing what may be encountered. The 
number of men and teams will be steadily 
increased as the work progresses until all 
that can practically be employed will be 
in service.

North Adams is again alive to the need 


of an accessible public park, and it looks 
now as if the town would soon get one. 
Deacon Jewett, it seems, is the father of 
the idea of making the old cemetery a 
public park by removing the 155 bodies 
buried there to other cemeteries and an- 
nexing the unused part of the academy 
grounds and buying the Methodist parson- 
age property. The scheme was set forth 
at a recent meeting of the board of trade, 
and of course met with some opposition, 
but also with much favor. It wab believed 
that St. Fraiicis parish would have objec- 
tions, but Rev. Charles E. Burke, says he 
is in favor ofthe idea. The public desires 
the park very much and needs it juntas 
much, and there seems to oe nothing in 
the way to the acquirement but the sanc- 
tion of ihe Methodist church. 
It is not 


believed thi& will be withheld, because 
the church contains some of the most 
public-spirited men of the town. 


The old cemetery was deeded over half 


a century ago to the deacons of the Bap- 
tist church, in consideration of §100 paid 
by inhabitants of the town, to be used as a 
cemetery for those who desired to be 
bu-ded there, and for the use of those 
whose relations were there buried. There 
is no clause in the deed saying that the 
property will revert it if be used for other 
than cemetery purposes, and it is thought 
those who have any right in the ground 
because of the buried relatives there will 
gladly waive that right for the public ben- 
efit. All that is necessary to secure the 
property for a public park is a quit claim 
deed from the deacons of the Baptist 
church in whom the title is invested, to 
the town authorities. 


The town needs such a park very much. 


It has of course the public park and the 
Hoosac Valley park. The public park is 
not easy of access and the Hoosac Valley 
park is private property and only accessi- 
ble over the line of the street railway. 
The proposed park should be centrally 
located, easy of access and a thing of in- 
estimable value to the town's busy inhabi- 
tants. The TRANSCRIPT advocates it and 
says it could be used for social gatherings, 
for public meetings and for events plan- 
ned to aid churches and societies. There 
is a large population who throng the 
streets when the day's work is done and 
look for some place to rest. The old town 
failed to provide a resting place when 
such a place could have been had at small 
cost and the inhabitants now realize that 
today is the time to act.—Sunday Repub- 
lican.

THOMAS HUXLEY. 


After months of pain and gradual dis- 


solution of the vital forces, Thomas Henry 
Huxley died Saturday afternoon at East- 
boune, Surrey, England, having lived a 
life of a little more than seventy years, of 
intense activity. In the death of Thomas 
Huxley, science and scientific literature 
has lost one of its greatest leaders and 
most inspired devotees; truth has lost an 
ardent lover and seeker; and the world 
has lost the magic presence of an almost 
inspired soul. 


Thomas Huxley is the last except Spim- 


cer of a remarkable group of nineteenth 
century scientists, among whom might be 
mentioned Darwin, 
Tyndall, Wallace, 


Huxley and Spencer. He was great in 
anatomy, biology, evolutionary theory, 
ethies and was a master of English prose in 
which he has so epigramm.tically written 
down his genius. There was scarcely a 
great university in the world that had not 
honored him with some degree or fellow- 
ship. 
He was privileged to write his 


name Thomas Henry Huxley, LL. D., Ph. 
D., D. C. L., M. D., P. C. S. Eng., F. K. S. 


Beginning life in straitened circum- 


stances, he studied medicine and surgery, 
und from his twenty-first to twenty-fifth 
year was a surgeon on a British man-of- 
war. "While serving in this position lie 
began his scientific writing, and after some 
brief struggle for recognition he rapidly 
rose to the acknowledged eminence of one 
of England's 
greatest scientists and 


thinkers. Some idea of the intense ac- 
tivity of Huxley's life may be gained from 
the fact that he served in government 
commissions on fisheries and science, con- 
tagious diseases and vivisection, and uni- 
versity affairs, and he wrote on natural 
science and had many papers in the trans- 
action of the Royal, Linnrean, geological 
and zoological societies and the British 
geological survey. In 1885 he resigned ail 
his public duties and offices outside the 
Normal School of Mines, where he was 
dean End honorary professor of biology. 


Hvxloy's scientific work is marked by 


his discoveries in zoology, his classifica- 
tion of the \ frtebrates and \e:1!c1>rai 
theory of the skull, the application of 
Darn in's law of natural telection to the 
human ^incl, and his. theory of the one 
general life substance, prolo plasm. 


Perhaps Huxley is best known to the 


world, by his fierce controversies with thx- 
advocates of dogmatic religion. No mai. 
has been more hntecl by them than he, 
and no one has struck back with stronger 
blows than he. This great scientist held 
that he could know nothing beyond his 
experience, and with him originated th< 
word "agnosticism." Let his own words, 
written only last year, tell how he found 
and treated religion. He says : 


I had set out on the journey with no 


other purpose than exploring 
certain 


provinces of natural knowledge. I stray- 
ed no hair's breadth from the course 
which it was my right and duty to pursue; 
and yet I found" that, whatever route I 
took, before long I came to a tall, formid- 
able-looking fence. Confident as I might 
be of the existence of the ancient and in- 
defeasible right of way, before me stood 
the thorny barrier with the notice board 
•'No thoro.ishfare. By order of Moses." 
There seemed noway over nor did the 
prospect of crec'ping round, as I saw some 
do. attract me.' The only alternatives 
were cither to t;:\e up the journey, which 
I \va* not mindt-u to do, or to break the 
fence down antl ^ro through it. One po'nt 
beennu- perfectly clear to me, namely, 
llirt MO.-.CI, i.. !i»'. i-cjpc.nt.ible for nine- 
teiuh;- (>.' the jYnt'itcurh: certainly not 
for the legends which have been made 
the lmgbci!i.> o!' science. 
In fact, the 


fence turned out to be a mere heap o:' il \v 
••ticks and bruMiyvood, and one inigl-.t 
walk throujli it with impunity, which I 
did. 


The world is now indeed poorer for the 


death of the brave and true scientist, 
Thomas Huxley, but how much richer it 
is than so his li'e had never been lived, 
and his splendid genius had not entered 
•the world's fields of scientific investiga- 
tion ! 


A SITTING-DOWN PLACE. 


A little incident on our streets Saturday 


evening will illustrate the need this town 
has of a park which can be reached and 
enjoyed without employing the transfer 
facilities of a street railroad company or 
being to such long and violent exertion as 
to involve the danger of complete physi- 
cal exhaustion. A small party of people 
who were evidently strangers in the town, 
had been walking about the streets and 
viewing North Adams until they were 
tired and ready for a rest. It was evident 
thev could not find the resting place, as 
was shown by the remark of one of them 
who exclaimed so as to be heard by the 
writer, "Hasn't this town a place where a 
person can sit down?" 


No, it hasn't. 
And this sitting-down 


place is just what it needs. And it need, 
it where it can be of some use to the pub- 
lic. How welcome would be comfortable 
seats beneath the shade trees and in the 
attractive grounds of a spot of easy access 
to the busiest portion of the town ? What 
could be of greater benefit or pleasure to 
the tired throngs of people, who after the 
cares and work of the day now crowd our 
single main street in the evening and look 
in vain for some place of quiet recreation 
where they might meet and chat rather 
than have to stand on the pavement of a 
crowded street to do so ? And not an hour 
of the day during the summer months 
would such a place want visitors to enjoy 
its rest and comfort. 


Exactly such a place is possible for 


North Adams in the project to convert

such a long-felt need. It is not only of 
close and convenient access to the very . 
heart of the town, but it has all the possi- j 
bility of beautification. 


Why not give the town a sitting-down

WHO SHALL DO THE WORK? 


With the announcement that North 


Adams was to build a new reservoir which 
v.-ould necessitate the employment of a 
large amount of laboring men, there has 
begun an influx of the cheapest and most 
un-American labor from foreign parts. It 
is even said to come from points as remote; 
as Boston. Nov.' there is given an oppor- 
tunity of testing right here at home what 
is the proper disposition of this question. 
Shall North Adams first look out for the 
employment of its own home help and so 
encourage respectable labor and keep 
North Adams money in North Adams' 
pockets f.0 far as possible ? Or shall the 
public works of this town employ the out- 
side labor, caring nothing for the town 
except for the amount of its money that 
can be carried away after living as no 
laboring man should live, and in a way no 
respectable laboring man who is worthy 
the name of American citizen will allow 
himself to live? 


It is safe to say that the public spirited 


men who will employ the labor for the 
construction of the new reservoir can be 
trusted to employ such labor as will be 
satisfactory to this community and its 
laboring people. 
For this is right, and 


the men in charge of this work can be 
trusted as right men to do the right thing. 
More than this, the Prudential committee 
stand as a unit for the policy of employing 
North Adams labor first, foremost and all 
the time, and this means that North 
Adams labor will do the work, and only 
so much of the work as cannot be done by 
home labor will go to the outsiders.
